BASIC COURSE CREDIT 
Undergraduate Students 
Undergraduate students will receive three hours of credit for successful 
completion of Political Science 472, Washington Seminar, Grading will be 
on the basis of: (1) the interviews conducted; (2) a “log” which both describes 
and analyzes selected interviews; and (3) a comprehensive final examination. 
Course credit is transferable to other colleges and universities, subject 
to their regulations. 


Graduate Students 


Graduate students will have the opportunity to write a paper in an area of 
their own interest, based upon their first hand interviews and subsequent 
research. They will receive three hours of graduate credit for successful 
completion of Political Science 701 or Public Administration 701, Washington 
Seminar: Public Policy and Administration. Performance will be judged by: 
(1) the research paper (to be completed within a month after leaving 
Washington); (2) the interviews; (3) the analytical “log”; and (4) the final 
examination. The course offers regular credit in the Maxwell School's master’s 
and doctoral programs in political science and public administration. Course 
credit is transferable to other graduate institutions, subject to their regulations. 


ADDITIONAL COURSE CREDIT 


Undergraduate and graduate students who wish to undertake an independent 
research project for extra credit also may register for Political Science 490 
or Public Administration 890, Independent Study. Each course may carry one, 
two or three hours of credit, thus enabling a student to take as many as six 
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While the Washington Seminar courses, both graduate and undergraduate, 
are conducted according to the usual high standards of the Maxwell School's 
Political Science and Public Administration departments, applications are 
encouraged from students majoring in other disciplines, as well as from those 
enrolled at other institutions. The only requirements are that students (1) must 
be in good academic standing, and (2) must submit evidence of their 
intellectual and physical capacity to undertake an intensive, rigorous, and 
demanding program. 

Since the number of participants is limited by the nature of the program, 
early application is encouraged. 


PHYSICAL ARRANGEMENTS 


Housing arrangements are made by the Washington Seminar to assure 
convenience of location and the opportunity for close association among 
the participants. Charges for modern accomodations in a convenient location 
will be modest— about $220 for the 20-day period — with a choice of double 
or triple occupancy. Single occupancy is available at proportionately higher 
prices. Payment of rent and a security deposit is due in advance. A con- 
ference room charge, not expected to exceed $25, is payable upon arrival 
in Washington. 

While meal charges obviously will vary according to individual tastes, 
excellent food is available at government and private cafeterias for an average 
daily cost of $6.00. Subway and cab fare for travel to and from interviews, 
as well as other incidental costs, may be expected to average about $3.00 
per day. 

Travel arrangements to and from Washington are the responsibility of the 
individual student. Sometimes it may be possible to arrange car pools for 
sharing driving expenses. 


APPLICATION 


To apply for the Washington Seminar, fill out and submit the enclosed 
application form; please note that the names of the two persons you request 
to send letters of recommendation to the Seminar Office should be entered 
on the last two lines of the form. A deposit of $50 must accompany the 
application; this amount is credited toward tuition (or may be refunded upon 
withdrawal prior to April 10, 1980). The balance of tuition is payable no later 
than May 5, 1980. Checks for both the deposit and the balance of tuition 
should be made payable to Syracuse University and submitted to the Program 
Director (address below). All students rust complete a summer sessions 
registration form before going to Washington, D.C. 

It is expected that tuition will not exceed $140 per credit hour for under- 
graduates ($420 for three hours of credit, $840 for six hours), or $165 for 
graduate students ($495 for three hours of credit, $990 for six hours).
